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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1 -74 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Directed toward the details of how to compute a relevance score of a 
message to at least one topic (claims 6-1 1 , 42-47) 

Species II: Directed toward the details of how to compute the opinion rating of a 
message (claims 2, 13-14, 49-50) 

Species III: Directed toward the details of how market data based on tracked 
pseudonyms and community mood measurement is analyzed to identify 
correlations or trends for future market events (claims 1 5-24, 51-60) 
Species IV: Directed toward the details of how tracked pseudonyms are used to 
predict events external to the electronic discussion forums by classifying each 
pseudonym and assigning a score based on the classification (claims 25-33, 61- 



69) 



Species V: Directed toward the details of tracking the posting activity of a 



plurality of posters to identify opinion leaders (claims 34-38, 70-74) 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 , 3-5, 12, 39-41 , and 48 are generic.
